The Butter Market. 


The i:umediate canse of the deplorable 
state of the Canadian butter market ie 
due to hoiding butter for a higher price 
instead of selling it while it ie fresh at 
the market value. People at homeand 
abroad are not now obliged to eat stale 
butter. In British markets fresh grase 
butter can be had all the year around, 
and it is nota matter for surprise that 
the people there have utterly rejected 
held Canadian butter. Even at home 
the taste has been educated for tresh 
batter. There is now enough winter- 
made -butter to supply the market in 
Eastern Canada, and people will not ac- 
cordingly use hetd stock. It is therefore 
evident from ail sides that the days of 
holding butter in Canada is numbered. 
The present teason has brought a severe 
lesson, but it needed something of this 
kind to kill the foolish custom of hold- 
ing butter instead of letting it go in con- 
sumption while it is fresh and sweet. 

If Canada is to do an export butter 
trade, we should begin by promptly ex- | 
porting suinmer-made butter while it is | 
fresh, and selling it at once at current | 
market values. In this way the home 
market would not become overloaded, 
and the winter made butter, which is | 
more snitable for home trade, would 
find a ready consumptive demand at 
home. To begin an export business 
with the poorer quality of butter made | 
inthe winter season, seems like begin 
ing atthe wrong time to try and work 
up an export trade. 

In Manitoba we need to take a lesson | 
from the present situation in  bntter. | 
Here, too, it is evident that holding but 
ter mustcome to anend. <A specia! ef 
fort is now being made to enc urage the 
dairy interests, but there will be little 
use in spending provincial funds to en 
courage dairving, unless the factories 
will be prepared to ship their butter 
while it is fresh. The present season 
bas shown that the custom of holding 
ordinary dairy butter for winter sale, 
cannot longer be carried on. Dairy, as 


teense 


well as creamery butter, must be shipped 
promptly, and sold at the market value, 
even though prices may be low atthe 
time. Holding butter has peoved a fail 
pre, and must continue to prove a failure, 
and an irlury to thedairy interests of the 
yuntry.—The Commercial.
